P IN Maine last summer Mama ‘bought some mid- 
Victorian chairs. So since about Christmas I have 


been working weekends and holidays and some 
evenings taking them down to the wood and re-

The toughest part of the job is taking off the old 
upholstery. It always is. I know one of my friends 
and faithful readers will chuckle a fervent amen.

No day laborers these, starting 
and stopping with the toot of a 
whistle or the clang of a gong. No 
time clock governed their hours, 
no labor boss stood over them to 
check and curb their work. 

So they put in more than time— 
they put a part of themselves into 
every job they did—wnder the up- 
holstery. 

And they drew extra pay too, 
without any check-off system, pay 
they could take home to their wives 
and children,-the glowing pride of 
honest craftsmanship. 

They didn’t have to drive so 
many tacks under the gimp 0 the 
covers would stay on years longer 
than was needed. But they did. 

They didn’t have to tie the 
springs so well or fasten the web- 
bing so securely as to stand fifty 
years of sitting without a single 
sag. But they did. 

They didn’t have to shape and

And the frames 
get a little more sanding and rub- 
bing down than if I hadn’t seen 
what was under the upholstery. 

I stroke on the final coat of wax, 
buff it down with an electric buffer 
and give it a final polish with an 
electric polisher. The man who 
made the chair had no such gad- 
gets; he worked by candle light, 
but with skillful hands and an 
honest heart. 

I think I’m through and stand 
back to admire the job. I feel a 
reproachful look and hear voices 
again. I put on another coat of 
wax.

HERE is a fine companion piece for 
the sportsman’s collection of rifles, shot- 
guns and sidearms. Its simple design and 
prudent decoration, its appropriate hard- 
ware, present a pleasing overall picture. 
The gun compartment will accommodate 
twelve long guns, with generous storage 
space in the lower compartment for side- 
arms, ammunition and other necessities. 
This cabinet is completely dust-proof. 

The selection of woods is arbitrary, 
altho an appropriate choice would be 
maple, birch or a good grade of pine. The 
material used here for the sides of the gun 
case and the ends of the lower compart- 
ment was of built-up solid stock rein- 
forced at the glue line with dowels. How- 
ever, plywood having the same thickness 
and figured one side to match the rest of 
the wood can be used with equally satis-

Photos 1 and 2 illustrate fitting a spline 
to the miter and the manner of closing the 
joint employed on the front corners (as 
in Fig. 1).

are further reinforced with corner braces 
and glue blocks. Braces provide a means 
of anchoring the base to the assembly 
frame of the lower compartment.

1-A. 

Four assembly frames are needed, 
which are made as designated in Fig. 3. 
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Photo 4 shows one of the frames for the 
lower compartment being grooved for the 
plywood partitions and the compartment 
ends rabbeted for the backing and then 
assembled to the frames with dowels. In 
this assembly, see that the 3” wide pieces 
of the assembly frames face towards the 
front to permit insertion of a carriage 
bolt (see insert 1-B) which anchors the

The lower compartment doors are rab- 
beted on all four edges and beaded as 
shown in Fig. 2. This beading can be done 
on a circular saw as illustrated in Photo 
10. The top for the lower compartment 
has a shaped edge (as shown in insert 
1-B) which is attached with dowels, fol- 
lowed by adding the top and backing to 
the gun compartment. This gun compart- 
ment is attached to the lower compart- 
ment with carriage bolts, 3%” plywood 
(figured 1 side) is used for the backing 
and for concealing the upper and lower 
assembly frames. 

Inserts 2-B, 2-C and 2-D give complete 
constructional details of the upper door 
frames. Rabbeting of the stock for the 
glass should be done before assembling 
the frame pieces. Rounding of the edges, 


where designated, is best done with a 


shaper as illustrated in Photo 11. Follow- 
ing this operation the four outer edges 
are rabbeted. 

Note in insert 2-C how each door is 
rabbetéd on opposite sides. Before attach- 
ing the doors and installing the glass 
(which can be of single strength). it is 
recommended the finish be applied first. 
A maple stain can be applied for the best 
effect, followed by adequate coats of 
either lacquer or varnish. Rubbing each 
successive coat provides a smooth base 
for the final finishing coat.

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Desk for a Corner 


By RODNEY D. PETERSON 








“Truly functional’’ describes this streamlined desk built to fit into a corner. 


THE modern lines and teardrop top 
of this desk are especially adapted to the 
small room with a door opening from a 
corner. The tapered end fits snugly into 
a corner and utilizes part of the space 
reserved for the swing of the door. 

An old rolltop is placed on end to 
form a sliding cabinet. Plywood, 34”, 34” 
and 14”, and white pine stock, 1x 4” and 
1x2”, were used for most of the other 
construction. If the desk is to be painted, 
it can be constructed from used lumber. 

Start by rounding up an old rolltop. 
Take it apart and cut the sliding mecha- 
nism so that it, plus the two ends (A, 
Fig. 1), together will measure 26”. Be- 
cause of variations in the sizes of rolltops, 
measurements (B) and (C) will vary 
with each project. 

A panel (D, Fig. 1) is cut 26” high and 
wide enough to allow for a 1x4” strip 
(E). This strip is fastened with screws so 
that the sliding mechanism can be taken 
out. Panels (D) and (F) are secured with 
114” finishing nails. 

Notches (G, Fig. 1) are cut in the ends 
of the rolltop section to accommodate a 
4" plywood panel (H). This panel is 26” 
high and varies in width, depending on 
the rolltop. It is glued and nailed with 1” 
finishing nails. A finishing strip (I) is cut 
from 1x2” stock and fastened with 
screws at the top and bottom.

The top is cut from 34” plywood. Lay- 
out measurements are shown in Fig 2. 
A curve (A, Fig. 2) will have to be cut 
to conform with the curve of the par- 
ticular rolltop used. Curve (B) should 
form an approximate right angle with the 
back edge and should meet the side edge 
in a gradual curve that balances curve 
(A). Three ribs (J, Fig. 1) cut to the 
same curve as the top are secured to the 


back of the rolltop cabinet and form 
supports against which to glue and nail 
panel (H, Fig. 1). : 

The top is now glued to the cabinet. 
“C” clamps, if available, hold the two 
sections together until the glue has 
hardened. Screws are inserted from 
underneath and up into the top to insure 
a strong union. 

Five drawers are made for the cabinet 
which fit under the tapered end of the 
desk. Drawer construction is shown in 
Fig. 3. Stock, 1 x 4” (34” x 334” finished), 
is used for the sides, front and back; 
3%” plywood for the bottom. Rabbet 
joints, %4” x 3%”, are cut at both ends of 
the front piece to receive the side pieces. 
The bottom is held by nails driven thru 
the back and sides and then sunk. It is 
not secured flush with the bottom edges 
of the sides but is raised 3/16” so that

FOR a trifling outlay and relatively 
little labor you can lift the face of your 
home — by judiciously placing simple 
flower boxes and shelves. 

The dummy window and pot shelf in 
Fig. 1 shows how to break up the severity 
of a blank wall, in this case on a garage. 
The “sash” is simply nailed to the wall, 
while the shelf brackets are spaced so 
that they can be spiked thru to the studs. 
In standard practice these are spaced 16” 
on centers, and can be located by tapping 


the wall with a hammer, or drilling a 
small hole. 

Various designs of valances and brack- 
ets are given in Fig. 2. For a ground box 
along the edge of a patio or terrace, see 
Fig. 3. The bricks are laid on concrete

footings, the space between them being 
filled with gravel and rich loam above. 
Where the box is built close to a house 
wall, and air space should be left be- 
tween, as in Fig. 4. Bottoms of this type 
box are always left open for drainage.

MODERN housewives demand more 
and better arranged clothes closets than 
their mothers did. They are more con- 
scious of the waste of time and the back- 
breaking labor of “picking up” which is 
the penalty of rooms which lack sufficient 
storage space. The problem of providing 
this space is a pressing one for a home 
owner with a growing family. He hesitates 
to attempt any remodeling that will mean 
additional expense and he naturally 
shrinks from the thought of cutting into 
walls or partitions. Besides, it’s human to 
accept things as they are, and we tolerate 
inconveniences that could be changed by 
comparatively simple and inexpensive 
construction. 

Closet space does not need to be large 
to be efficient if it is carefully planned for 
the specific needs of the user. Numerous 
articles in magazines show closet arrange- 
ments that occupy mighty little space. 
Many of these arrangements are simple in 
construction. Most of them are well with- 
in the limits of skill and equipment of 
many of our readers. 

We have presented illustrations of closet 
arrangements in previous issues, but roome 
layouts vary so widely that it is difficult 
to suggest any single solution which has 
widespread application. In this issue we

present a number of typical situations 
and show how closet space was added to 
existing rooms.

There are two general methods of con- 
struction used in this type of work. One 
utilizes studding covered- with plaster or 
“dry wall” wallboards to make a perma- 
nent partition. The second is “case con- 
struction”, where the closet is built up

as a case or wardrobe without alteration ~ 
of the existing structure. These cases are 
built in, fitted and fastened to existing 
walls. In some instances, the cases are 
built separately and placed against the 
wall in units which can be moved or re- 
moved later. Cases of the latter type are 
useful in rented buildings or places where 
their use may be temporary. This type of 
construction works well where a work- 
shop hobbyist can make his units in a 
home workshop.

where closets are added are: 1—A small 
closet under a sloping roof is inadequate 
and inaccessible because of low headroom. 
The solution (Photo 1 to 4) is to move 
.partition out to increase headroom. In 
this instance a portion of the partition 
was cut thru and removed and a new face 
built out 12” (Photo 1). Two doors make 
entire space accessible (Photo 2). The 
nook left on the wall provides cabinet and 
shelf space (Photo 4). 

2—Space is available on a blank wall 
at one end of the room. A very interesting 
modern solution of this condition was the 
construction of the twin closet and vanity 
dressing table described in the April 1949 
issue of Popular Homecraft, page 240. 

3—(Fig. 1) A wall with a window ap- 
proximately centered and with a radiator 
below the window. This is a space that is 
used frequently. Here closets were placed 
in pairs across the end of the room. The 
wall space above was furred down and 
finished as a wall. The opening between 
the closets was spanned, in this instance 
by an elliptical arch. A flat arch would 
look better but here it is necessary to 
match other openings in the room. The 
doors and trim match the rest of the room. 
The modern tendency is toward having 
flush doors or to cover old doors with 
14” hardboard to simulate a flush door. 

4—Side walls with a door opening. The 
location of the door determines the design 
of the closet. On long walls a vanity or 
dressing table is placed between the units 
for convenience or to reduce the cost of 
doors and cabinet work. (Fig. 2) 
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5—Solid wall adjoining the head of the 
bed. In this interesting solution (Fig. 3) 
twin wardrobe cases are placed in the 
corners of the room to make an alcove fer 
the bed. There are some intriguing possi- 
bilities in this arrangement for placing 
shelving lights, etc., at the head of the 
bed between the cases. 

6—Wardrobes and closets installed in 
stair halls. There are numerous possibili- 
ties for adding closet space in stair halls. 
This is especially true where the halls are 
wide in some places to accommodate a 
turn in the stair. In the instance shown 
here (Fig. 4) a-portion of the old parti- 
tion was removed and_.closet construction 
in the stair hall which provided efficient 
storage for a boys bedroom and for a con- 
venient linen closet to serve the adjacent 
bedrooms. The walls in the boys bedroom 
were finished in knotty pine pattern wall- 
paper. Therefore, the face of the closet 
was designed to match the doors are ordi- 
nary 1” x 6” Dand M glued together and

Tricky Cabinet Stool 


By G. H. BILLINGHAM 


ONLY short pieces of lumber are re- 
quired and narrow stock can be used to 
advantage—an important item these days. 
The unusual cover enveloping the ends 
and part of the front is a built-in feature. 
Its potential uses vary and you probably 
can add to these: Shoe polishing, stool, 
sewing aid, foot rest, portable tool holder, 
step, bench for the children, parking place 
for a few toys, etc. 

Make the ends of 34” x %” stock (14” 
will do, if other sizes are not available), 
9” square. Draw the pattern with a sharp 
pencil on your wood. 

Cut grooves on inside for bottom, 
remembering that pieces are opposites 
and must be matched accordingly. These 
grooves can be made on your circular 
saw, holding the, bottom end up against 
the fence, with saw blade at proper 
height. Use a dado saw for a one-cut job, 
or make several runs when using stand- 
ard blades. Run,pieces thru in order, 
with each saw adjustment so that widths 
will be equal, and a check-up will not 
be necessary. 

If power equipment is not available, lay 
out the groove for placement, depth, and 
width (depending on thickness of lumber, 
Masonite, etc. that is available to you for 
use in the bottom). Give your marking 
gage a workout for these dimensions. 

Clamp each end in tuin to a flat surface 
and brad a thin strip with one edge right 
on one of the groove lines. This will act 
as a guide for first cut. Then move the 
strip and re-brad on other line for second 
cut. Remove strip and make several saw 
cuts in between to correct depth. Remove 
surplus stock with a chisel, using a mallet 
if striking power is needed. Clean out 
with a file if necessary. 

If you have a small piece of sheet metal 
that you seem to have been saving for 
this purpose, saw cuts will replace the 
grooves. 

Cut outline close to the line of legs. 
Your plane will speed matters. The use 
ot edge tools is a special aid in smoothing 
surfaces when power sanding equipment 
is not available. 

“Round” lower corners, edges and bot- 
tom, but do not sand surfaces that are to 
be joined. Saw as indicated for the cover 


section cut-out. Use a fine-tooth blade. 
A power jig saw is ideal. Caution: Do 
not complete the cut across the grain at 
this time. 

The sides are of 4%” stock, 844” wide 
(can be glued up of narrow strips in con- 
trasting colors if you like), 13” on top, 
124%” on bottom, marked out %4” from 
each end. Set your slide on an angle for 
the end cuts if you own a power saw. 
Round ends and bottom. One of these 
pieces is cut into two pieces, 5” up from 
the bottom, leaving top section approxi- 
mately 3%” wide. 

Set your completed parts in place, hold- 
ing the legs (ends) at correct angle and 
measure for length and width of bottom. 
Two thin sticks can be used or you can 
draw full size sketch on paper. Make the 
bottom to size. 

If you would like to have a shelf or 
drawer design it now and make provision 
for it. 

Assembling, which we look forward to, 
can be handled in several ways depending 
on your experience, material used, and 
purpose for which the unit is intended. 
Start with the full size side and two ends, 
with bottom inserted into the special 
grooves. Then put 5” side section in place, 
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checking to see that it is even with the 
saw cut. 

Next add top side section. There was 
an allowance of 4%” in width on side 
pieces, and extra stock can be removed 
with a plane after frame is assembled. 
Test with a square for straightness, sight 
across surfaces for “twist” and do not 
sand these top areas, where the top fits on. 

Select proper length nails. If glue is ' 
used spread it carefully. Nails should be 
set, and holes eliminated with filler. Cer- 
tain types should be sanded as soon as 
applied, others require a drying period. 

Screws make a more substantial method 
of fastening and also improve the appear- 
ance. Flat head screws, neatly spaced, 
can be set flush with the surface or coun- 
ter bored and covered with a wooden 
plug. Plugs can be made by hand in a 
wood turning lathe or purchased accord- 
ing to size. 

Round head screws are easier to use. A 
screw driver that fits the job is half the 
battle, and aids in achieving a workman- ' 
like appearance. 

If you use glue entirely, careful clamp- 
ing is necessary. Surplus glue should be 
removed as far as possible with sticks and 
damp cloth. Allow plenty of time to drv, 
and unloosen clamps evenly in order not 
to strain the unit. There are several 
satisfactory adhesives on the market. If 
you do not have a favorite, try one of the 
casein power mixtures. 

Stand on a flat surface. If it rocks, shim 
up so that unit is steady. Take a thin 
piece of wood or cardboard; and draw 
lines parallel to the working surface, 
around the bottom of the legs, as shown 
in sketch. Plane, or file to lines, working 
toward center of wood in each case to 
avoid splintering. Sand all sharp corners. 

Note that the leg span is substantial, 
providing a practical base. 

The top of 34” or %” wood measures 
13%” long and should extend about 12” 
over each side. This also can be glued-

Picture-story for leathercrafters 


A better-than-satisfactory project; for yourself or for Christmas giving 


IF you’ve been 
working on belts and 
billfolds, albums and 
portfolios—vary your 
diet and try your skill 
on this attractive item 
of wearing apparel. 
Gloves for yourself— 
or as a Christmas gift 
—are not difficult, as 
this step-by-step pic- 
ture story shows. You 
can make them any 
size—and for men, 
women, or children— 
simply by changing 
the pattern and colors 
accordingly. First 
step, of course, is the 
pattern. 

For this particular 
style you will need 
114’ of white and 114’ 
of black leather; this 
will make one pair, 
size 6% to 634. Let’s 
go: 

1. First measure 
right around the hand 
on a level with 
knuckles; make pat- 
tern accordingly. 

2. Pattern, right 
side: a and bt 2.12”; 
c 2”; e and f %"; d 
and g 1.6”; h and i 
1.4”. 

3. Pattern, wrong 
side with cutout for 
thumb: a 3”; 6 10.10"; 
eae: é Wa": @ 
4.2”; f 10.4”; g 9.2”;

1 0.10”; m, n and o 
%”"; p 112”; q 28"; 
r 28”. 

4. Thumb pattern, 
right side: a 5”; b 3”;

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5. Place leather to- 
gether, inside out; roll 
in damp cloth. The 
top side of leather 
must not touch damp 
cloth. 

6. Place leather on 
table, with narrowest 
part at top. While 
still damp pull with 
balls of your thumbs 
over edge. 

Cm off 31" ‘of 
leather lengthwise. 

8. Pull this piece in 
opposite direction. De 
same to both kinds of 
leather. 

9. After pulling out 
leather which now is 
approximately 7” 
wide, place pattern 
over it; allow 34” to 
overlap and draw 
glove on leather, 
marking width with 




















10. Turn leather 
over at this line and 
cut as shown. This 
assures both gloves 
being same size; do 
with both colors. 
White is for back of 
hand, black for the 
palm side. 

11. Next, cut down 
the middle of the 
pieces that have been 
cut off. 
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12. Again pull 
leather lengthwise, so 
that it covers the 
whole of the finger. 
Now it cannot stretch 
any more. Place pat- 
tern of the back of 
the glove on the white 
leather, pattern of 
the palm on _ the 
black. 

13. Outline around 
the pattern—exactly. 

14. Patterns of the 
back and front of the 
hand must be traced 
twice to obtain a 
left and right—with 
thumb pointing first 
to right, then to left. 

15. Put thumb pat- 
tern with the cut on 
both sides (lower 
part of thumb) on 
black leather and the 
top of thumb pattern 
on the white. Trace 
around patterns, and 
cut out. Both thumb 
pieces then are di- 
vided exactly in the 
middle as shown by 
the dotted line of the 
patterns. 

16. Sew black and 
white thumb piece 
together with run- 
ning stiches. Then cut 
12 strips of black 
leather 1%" wide and 
4” long. 

17. Place each white 
glove back to black 
palm so that fore- 
finger touches fore- 
finger, middle finger 
to middle finger, etc. 
Stitch together along 
both sides up to tips 
of fingers on right 
side, with running 
stitches. 

18. Now draw the 
3 seams on the backs. 

19. Stitch seam 
lines into very nar- 
row pin seams, using 
fine running stitches. 

20 and 21. Sew 
thumb to sewn glove 
with running stitches. 
Thumb with notch on 
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right side is for left hand, and vice versa. 
Thumbs also are sewn with small running 
stitches. 

22 and 23. Backs and palms already 
have been sewn together up to the tips 
of the fingers. Next sew a narrow strip 
of black leather that was cut out to each 
side of the fingers of the back of the 
hand. Begin at top of forefinger so that 
two strips are sewn to each side of middle 
and ring fingers, and one strip to sides of 


forefingers and small fingers. 

24. The fingers of the backs of the 
hands are longer than the corresponding 
fingers of the palms. Measure shorter 
fingers of the palms from top to bottom 
by corresponding fingers of the backs of 
the hands and make very small cut. 

25. Place together the strips for the 
forefingers and middle fingers, middle and 
ring fingers, ring and small fingers, and 
cut away the strips held together in a 


slant on a level with the small cut. 

26. Now sew the other sides of the 
strips to corresponding fingers of flat of 
the hand as illustrated. 

27. Round off the edges of the gloves. 

28. Cover the rounded off parts with 
narrow black strips. 

29. Sew the strips down on the inside 
with small hemstitches; trim on the out- 
side close to the piping with small run- 
ning stitches. That does it! 





Peg Coat and Hat Rack 


By ROBERTA L. FAIRALL 


HERE are two designs for a handy 
household accessory that ought to be 
good for a laugh in the bar or rumpus 
room. The materials need are 4” ply- 
wood panel, three pieces-of 34” stock for 
the heads, three lengths of 34” dowel, 
some poster paint and varnish. 

The plywood background is sawed 1’ 0” 
x 2’ 6”. The design for the heads is drawn 
on paper first to facilitate enlargement 
of the drawing, then the back of the 
paper, blackened with soft lead pencil. 
Finally, they are traced to the wood and 
jig sawed out. Holes are drilled 34” in 
diameter at a 30° angle at the position 
of the noses, and three 334” lengths of 
dowel cut. 

The heads are glued and nailed to the 
panel in the positions indicated in the 
squared drawing and the dowel noses 
glued in.

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Suitable Machinery for Furniture Making

CRAFTSMEN today are fortunate to 
have at their disposal so many different 
portable, motorized woodworking ma- 
chines. I can remember when I was a 
boy of fourteen years the thrill I expe- 
rienced in being able to turn out a little 
“whatnot” on the foot power lathe in the 
home workshop belonging to the father of 
my chum. It was hard work to push the 
pedal for an hour or two and, with that 
motion, it required a great deal of skill 
to do clean turning. 


Circular Saw 

If I could have only one outfit, my first 
choice would be a circular saw. With it 
you can rip, crosscut and cut miters, 
bevels, tenons, grooves and rabbets. With 
some types, you also can do shaping, 
sanding, boring and mortising. 

There are three types of circular saws: 
the tilting arbor, the tilting table, and the 
radial saw. Each of these types will be 
pictured and briefly explained. 


The Tilting Arbor Saw—(Photo 1) 

It is constructed so that the arbor hold- 
ing the saw blade can be tilted 45° to the 
right, the saw table always remaining 
stationary and level. 


The Tilting Table Saw—(Photo 2) 
Constructed so that the saw table can 
be tilted to a 45° angle. This type is pre- 
ferred by many craftsmen because it can 
be put to many uses. With it, using a 
special cutterhead, moldings can be cut; 
boring, mortising, sanding and grinding 
can be done. Often the tilting table saw 
is made with a jointer unit attached 
which, operated from the same motor as 
the saw, is more compact and economical. 


The Radial Type Saw—(Photo 3) 
The only one of the three types that 
does all cutting from the top, where the 
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work always is clearly in 
sight. Since it cuts from above, 
it is a very safe saw to use. 
While ripping a piece of lumber, 
the operator can leave his work 
when only half the cut is made; 
the wood will not move. It is 
never forced back at the worker, 
since the cutting action has a 
tendency to feed the wood into 
the machine. 

With a radial saw, long pieces 
of stock can be handled more 
easily. That is, when crosscut- 
ting, the wood remains stationary 
while the saw passes over it 
making the cut, much as you 

would saw lumber by hand. With 
this saw, all kinds of cuts can be 
made, as with the other two types. 
It also makes a good shaper for 
strip moldings, etc., and is a good 
router—Photos 4 and 5. 


Sharpening the Saw Blade 

True up all teeth by gently touch- 
ing an oilstone against the teeth as 
the saw blade revolves. This puts 
all the teeth in line. The points 
will be the same distance out from 
the center. Next, the teeth must be 
set to give clearance to the cut 
—(Photo 6). Now file the teeth to a 
sharp point and to uniform shape 
and size. Remember to file at right 
angles for a ripsaw, and at about 
15° for a crosscut saw. Combination 
saws are hollow ground, so need no 
setting of the teeth. 


Ripping 

Always use the fence when rip- 
ping stock, and have the saw blade 
high enough to project, if possible, 
a little above the wood being cut 
—-(Photo 7). Test the ripping fence, 
to make sure that it is parallel with 
the saw blade. Rip narrow strips 
of stock from both ends, or use a 
stick as a pusher (Fig. 1) to avoid 
cutting your fingers. The hinge 
joint on an ordinary 2’ rule works 
fairly well. 


Taper Ripping 

Make a jig, as shown in Fig. 2, for 
cutting tapers on table legs and the 
like. Make several! steps, to take the 
stock in the different stages of com- 
pletion. The first cut is made with 
the straight edge against the jig, us- 
ing the first step; then use the next 
step for the remaining two sides.

Making Concave Cuts

Q. I own a lined oak kitchen set which 
is in need of having the finish restored.

A. The set should be sufficiently 
sanded to remove most of the old filler.

The surface should be 
well brushed to remove all of the dust, 
cleaning out pores well. Filler coat of 
flat white paint is then applied, allowed 
to partially set, then rubbed off across 
the grain with a cloth. Complete finish 
with a coat of flat or gloss varnish as 
desired. 


Q. I am planning on building a home 
and would like to know about laying a 
sewerage system.

Are there any good books on plumbing?

ing is connected to the septic tank with 
a 4” soil pipe, leaded at the joints. This 
pipe also is carried to the roof for a vent 
for both the house plumbing and the 
septic tank. It also acts as a vent for gases 
fromthe field sewerage system. The out- 
let from the septic tank is fed into the 
main drain system with eight branches, 
each about 40’ long. Trenches 2’ wide by 
20” deep are partially filled with crushed 
rock, sand or gravel. 4” farm tile is laid 
end to end. Pieces of roofing about 4” 
wide are laid over and around two-thirds 
of each joint. The pipe is covered with 
crushed stone, after which the trench is 
filled with a good grade of soil. As the 
water drains off quickly and always is 
flowing when in the field sewerage sys- 
tem, there is no danger of freezing. 

A French drain is a hole filled with 
rubble, stones, etc. 


Q. My problem is how to make a secret 
compartment or drawer for flat silver? 


A. Two such secret compartments were 
described in past issues of Popular Home- 
craft, February-March 1941 issue de- 
scribed a clock case with a secret com- 
partment; March-April 1932 described an 
Old English table with a secret com- 
partment. An ornamental clock case and 
bud vase were mounted on a box-like 
base which contained the secret com- 
partment.

Either the ordinary 
box lap joint or a miter joint may be 
used. Glue joints firmly and reinforce 
with three-cornered fillets. After the 
joints have set, fit the inlay borders. Next 
cut the top and bottom of the box to 
project all around. Top and bottom sizes 
are 43” x 14”.

The English type table was made with 
| a secret compartment in the top. The top 
| panel was made so that it could swing 
| to one side when the concealed catch was 
released, uncovering a greater part of 
the space. 

To build such a compartment the table 
is made similar to any table with a pull 
out drawer, except in this case the drawer 
is omitted and the top is hinged to swing 
out. Complete the table, all except at- 
taching the top panel. Obtain a strong 
hinge not over 134” long and use it to 
attach the top to one of the end pices as 
near one corner as possible. Fasten a 
block to the underside of the top, and 
another to the end piece and the hinge 
to these blocks. Attach another block so 
that it acts as a stop, limiting the move- 
ment of the top in either direction. It is 
necessary to provide some means of 
anchoring the other end of the top piece, 
so that the hinge will not be broken if 
someone picks up the table by the top. 
Some sort of catch will serve. That used 
on the table illustrated consists of an oak 
pin arranged to move up and down and 
engage in a depression on the underside 
of the top when it is in the closed position. 
A metal plate with an oblong opening is 
fastened over the depression, and another 
piece attached to the end of the pin so 
that, when it is turned thru 90°, the top 
is locked securely. A spring keeps the 
pin down when unfastened, so that the 
edge will not strike the pin when the 
top is swung to the closed position. 


Q. Can you tell me if there is anything 
that can be used to fill in: scratches in 
marble and what material is used to 
polish same? 


A. To remove scratches in marble, if 
you have only a small item to be re- 
finished such as a table top, it would be 
| less expensive to have it resurfaced and 
polished by a marble contractor and 
| finisher. They have the large grinding and 
polishing stones necessary to do such 
work. It can be done by hand by first 





removing the scratches with an abrasive 
material, “Abrasive Grain”, a fine powder 
that when mixed with water and rubbed 
with some flat object such as a block of 
wood will help to remove the scratches— 
if you rub hard and long enough. Use 
a circular motion and rub evenly all over 
the marble. To polish, wash off thoroly, 
removing all the abrasive powder. Repeat 
the rubbing process with fine pumice and 
water. Pumice comes in four grades; any 
of the grades will do. If you wish a high 
gloss, repeat the second process, using 
powder rouge. These materials may be 
purchased at wholesale only, at Summers 
& Maca, 3600 S. Oakley, Chicago, Ill, In 
some cities these materials can be pur- 
chased in small quantities at the local 
glass supply house. 


Q. How would I finish outdoor ply- 
wood when using this for lawn cut outs? 
Where can I purchase suitable plywood 
for lawn cut outs? After polishing copper, 
what shall I put on it to keep it from 
tarnishing? Where can I purchase metal 
and plastic house numbers at wholesale? 


A. Most of the damage is done to the 
plywood when moisture seeps in thru 
the edges. They should be painted with 
a good exterior paint. Varnishing the 
surface with marine varnish will make it 
weatherproof. The new plastic product 
“Phenoplast” is almost indestructible and 
when applied to a surface coats it so 
thoroly that hardly anything can damage 
it and it would resist all kinds of weather.

with the name of the nearest dealer.

Q. Recently my daily newspaper car- 
ried a short article and pictures of animal 
cut outs for children’s rooms and nurs- 
eries. Can you tell me where I can pur- 
chase the animal cut outs and how to 
apply them? 


A. The animal cut outs you refer to 
are a series of barnyard and circus cut 
outs for walls and furniture. These are 
handcrafted by Don Towsley, well known 
for his Disney creations. The leading 





citizens of barnyard and circus are repre- 
sented in the series. Turkeys, hens, 
roosters, pigs, dogs, cats, lions, elephants, 
clowns, seals, camels and even mice are 
a few of those available.

IT generally is the custom of bandsaw 
owners when changing blades on their 
machines to form a triple loop in the one 
taken off when storing it for future use. 
As I see it, the only advantage of folding 
a blade in this manner is that it requires 
a minimum of storage space. 

A wrong twist of the wrist during fold- 
ing, however, can put a kink in the blade 
which is sometimes difficult to remove. 
Any kinks in a bandsaw blade, however 


slight, can affect its operating efficiency. 
Another thing to consider when looping a 
blade is that the teeth are bound to come 
in contact with other teeth—and that is 
not helpful to their cutting qualities. 
While this is of little consequence if a 
blade is folded carefully and hung on a 
nail in storage, it is unwise to store it in 
a drawer with other metal objects. 
Much has been said of the proper man- 
ner of folding a bandsaw blade, but how 
many times have you seen in print a 


method which explained the unfolding of | 


a looped blade? Probably never! It is 
a comparatively simple matter to loop a 
blade into smaller coils, but it is during

unfolding that one has to pay particular 
attention. Because it is difficult to por- 
tend in which direction the loops will 
uncoil, injury to the face or hands from 
the sharp teeth may occur. Many band- 
saw owners open the blades with their 
hands held behind them, which is a safe 
and wise practice. 

The folding of bandsaw blades can be 
dispensed with by making a blade case. 
| This keeps your blades orderly and makes 
size selection easy. Photo 1 illustrates 
the case in use. The blade is placed in 
its groove in the upper retaining block 
ard bont as shown to seat in the lower 
block; the sides are allowed to come to 
rest in the longer retaining blocks. Each 
blade can be removed individually with- 
out disturbing the others. 

The drawings illustrate the general 
construction of the case. The size to 
make for your particular requirements is 
easy to determine. If your machine is 
equipped with two wheels, simply meas- 
ure the distance between the opposite 
| sides of the blade while it is on the ma- 
chine and the dimensions from the top 
of the upper wheel to the bottom of the 
lower wheel. These dimensions denote 
the necessary width and height measure- 
ments of a case to fit your blades. 

Bandsaws having three wheels require 
a different procedure. This is done as 
illustrated in Photo 2, where the retain- 
ing blocks are arranged on a benchtop te 
form the blade into an oblong shape with 
a width approximately half its length.

The depth of the case can be made to 
accept any number of blades. When 
making the retaining blocks see that the 
grooves are ys” wider than the blade it 
is to hold. 

Not only is it wise to provide protec- 
tive storage for your bandsaw blades 
while they are idle, but it also is good 
sense to avoid any mistreatment which 
might shorten their life. A bandsaw blade 
is a delicate piece of steel which under- 
goes a tremendous amount of strain dur- 
ing its normal use. Premature blade | 
| breakage can result from a number of 
| causes. I haven’t the space here to list 
{them all, but some of the main reasons 
why a blade breaks is improper tension, 
| faulty adjustments of the guides and roll- 
ers, feeding the work too fast into the 
blade, twisting a wide blade in small | 
abrupt curves and overtaxing the blade | 
beyond the point where it begins to show | 
dullness. 

When a blade has been used for some 
| time and it suddenly acquires a thump- 
| ing affect against the work indicates that 
the brazed or welded joint is beginning | 
to come apart. When this occurs the | 
blade should be taken out for re-brazing. | 
| Occasionally a re-brazed blade thumps 
|against the roller supports, which is a 
sign of an improper weld. Usually a de- 
fective weld shows a hump oui the back- 
side of the blade which can be removed 
if it is not too severe. This is best done 
| while the blade is in motion. Start the 
| machine and gradually move a coarse- 
| grit stone towards the back of the blade |

When changing blades, it is always 
good practice to apply a liberal coat of 
a rust preventive on the blade taken out 
(Photo 5) before it is stored away. Rust 
can be harmful to the blade. When the 
blade is again put in service the oil 
should be wiped off.

Closet Dimensions 

Closets are built as narrow as 12” in 
wardrobe type cabinets where the clothes 
are accessible from the front. In these 
narrow types the clothes are hung in a 


sliding clothes cafrier suspended from a | 


shelf. Carriers are available in 12”, 14” 
and 16” lengths for narrow closets. Other 
sizes to 42” are used for deep closets. The 
minimum width for standard closets is 22” 
where the hanging pole is parallel with 
the front of the closet. A width of 24” to 
30” is more satisfactory. 

Hanging poles and hook strips are cen- 
tered at 5’6” from the floor for adults. 
The dimension from the wall is 12” to the 
center of the pole. In children’s closets 
shelves are made adjustable and the pole 
is placed 3’ from the floor with the center 
from 8” to 10” from the wall. Men’s hats 
require a space 14 x 12 x 8”. Men’s shoes 
require a space 12 x 9 x 414” to 5” high. 
Slanting shoe racks for men are made of 
1” x 12”. The slant is 4” and a cleat is 
nailed to hold the heels 3%” from the 
top. Metal fixtures for both men’s and 
women’s shoes are available.

groover with an open throat. 
The groover is indispensable for all 
drawer and panel construction, and 
for cutting grooves for splines, 
dadoes and other joints. The radial 
saw is excellent for this, since the 
joint lines are always visible. 


Crosscutting 

The crosscut saw or the combina- 
tion saw should always be used for 
all sorts of cuts across the stock. 
The gage can be set to cut at any 
angle desired up to 45°. 


Cutting Stock to Length 

For cutting stock to length, first 
cut one end on all pieces square 
and true. Set the stopblocks (on 
the gage), or clamp a stopblock in 
place, so that all pieces will be 
cut alike. The end first cut square 
is placed against this stopblock— 
Photos 9 and 10. All sorts of angular 
cuts, dadoes and the like, can be 
made by the same method. Accurate 
miter joints for picture frames and

panels can be cut this way; and the 
joints, if properly made, are ready 
to be glued together. 


Cutting Long and Wide Stock 

By reversing the miter gauge 
(Photo 11) wide pieces can be cut; 
and by using two gauges fastened 
together as one, longer stock can be 
cut to length. As stated elsewhere, 
for cutting long stock to length, the 
radial saw has the advantage over 
the other types. 


Miscellaneous Suggestions 

It is advisable to clamp a scrap 
block against the fence when cut- 
ting across the grain, to prevent 
binding at the saw. Be careful to 
give sufficient clearance between 
the saw blade and the fence, to 
prevent small pieces from working 
backward and flying into your face.

To be successful with the jointer, the 


knives (usually three in number) must 
be kept sharp and set, all projecting ex- 
actly the same distance. This not only 
insures a smooth cut, free from small 
ripples, but gives balance to the cutter- 
head, thereby reducing vibration and in- 
creasing the life of the machine. 


To set the knives, use a large magnet | 
First place all three knives | 


(Photo 12). 
in the cutterhead and tighten the nuts 
slightly. Now raise one blade to line up 


exactly with the top of the rear table and | 


touching the magnet, which will then 
hold it in place. Scribe a mark on the 
magnet just where the knife touches. 
Clamp a strip of wood across the table

so that it is against the magnet, prevent- 
ing it from moving. Tighten all nuts, 
being very careful not to move the knife 
by so doing. In like manner, set the 
other knives. Be careful when setting 
them to keep the ends of all three knives 
in line; this is important for cutting good 
rabbets. is 


Adjusting the Table 

Before doing any cutting, be sure that 
the rear table is exactly in line with the 
top of the knives. Use a wooden straight 
edge for testing to avoid damaging the 
sharp knives. Lower the front table 
slightly, or to the thickness of the cut 
desired. It is always better to make sev- 
eral cuts rather than one, when cutting 
away a large amount of wood; this gives 
a smoother job and is safer and easier on 
the machines. 

Always work against a fence and be 
sure that the guard is in place. For bevel 
cuts, the fence should be tilted. It is pos- 
sible to run end grain on a jointer only 
on the wide pieces (never try narrow 
stock), and even then the cut must be 
very slight and run slowly, especially at 
the extreme end. When jointing thin 
stock, use a pusher (Fig. 1). Never run 
stock less than 4% x 1 x 8” in size. Keep 


even pressure on the wood as it passes 
over the knives, releasing the pressure 
from the front table and transferring it 
to the rear table. Fig. 4. 


To Sharpen the Knives 

Altho it is possible to touch up the 
knives while they are in the machine by 
honing with a fine oilstone, if the blades 
are nicked or dull, grinding becomes ne- 
cessary. Since the knives are very narrow, 
freehand grinding is difficult, altho it can 
be done. So it is advisable to make a 
saw cut in a piece of wood to fit the 
knife, and run this across a grinding 
wheel that has been put in a small circu- 
lar saw or disk sander or use a cup grind- 
ing wheel in the drill press. Whatever 
method is used, the angle for grinding the 
knives must be about 36°. Since these 
knives are made of high-speed steel, the 
cut each time must be slight to prevent 
burning. After grinding, whet the edge 
with a smooth oilstone until very sharp. It 
is always advisable to have an extra set of 
knives on hand in the event you cannot 
stop for grinding at just the time you 
need the machine.

Protect Yourself and Your Wrenches 


By H. LEEPER 


MANY wrenches are damaged and the’ 
users injured by improper practices. An 
adjustable wrench of the type illustrated 
should be used as in Photo 1 when tight- 
ening a nut, with the direction of pull on 
the wrench downward. Such action forces 
the jaws of the wrench more firmly on 
the nut. 

Do not use the wrench as shown in 
Photo 2, as this is the reverse condition

of Photo 1 and permits the wrench jaws 
to slip off the nut. 

Use wrenches of the correct size for the 
job and do not use a piece of pipe on the 
handle for more leverage (as in Photo 3) 
unless you wish to strain or break the ' 
tool. ° 

Wrenches should not be used as ham- 
mers, as in Photo 4. This weakens the 
tool and may fail in some other operation. 

Wrench jaws should be kept in good 
condition, using a file when necessary 
(Photo 5) to make the edges of jaws flat.

Drilling Made Easy | i 


PAUL E. WAUGH suggests this meth- 
od of setting up your drill press to per- 
form angular drilling quickly and ac- 
curately. If you’ve ever had any “off 
angle” drilling to do, you know it is diffi- 
cult to obtain desired angles without con- 
siderable trial and error. Well, here’s 
your answer. 

If your table swings or pivots, remove 
and very accurately locate and scribe a 
line across its face—which is in the same 
plane as the center of pivot hole. This 
can be done easily as shown in the sketch. 
First, with the use of a small square, 
scribe lines 1 and 2 at outside edges of 
pivot hole, divide distance between them 
and scribe line 3 in the same manner— 
which theoretically will pass thru the 
center of the hole. Then, by squaring on 
rear face of table, scribe line 4 across 
face of table, being careful to have line 4 
meet line 3 at edge. Scribe line 4 very 
deeply so it will not be easily worn off 
by use. 

Now, reassemble your table to the drill 
press. When the table is in horizontal 
position the scribed line 4 always will be 
directly over the pivot point of table.

up stock. This measurement will vary 
according to the thickness of your side 
pieces. In any case do not make it over 
9”, the width of leg material. 

Two pieces of narrow stock or strips 
can be used, since there is to be a hinge 
joint over the saw cut which now shows 
on top of the unit assembly. 

If you intend to incorporate a handle, 
lay it out and take care of it in one 
of several different ways. You no doubt 
already have selected your hinges, so 
mark out for them and do a substantial 
job. Place the completed hinged cover, 
nicely sanded, all corners rounded, on 
the box and note joint locations. 


Picture Framing Vise 


By L. F. ADDINGTON 


ANYONE interested in woodworking 
can make his own picture framing vise. 


To begin, make a base from 2 x 4” hard-' 


wood pieces. These should be perfectly 
square, the 4” sides facing up so that the 
other blocks may be fastened to them 
properly. These pieces should be 14” im 
length. 

Now, with the square made, bolt to the 
joined ends a 2x4x4” block. At the 
ends of the base squares bolt other blocks, 
& thru these blocks bore holes into 
which hollow’ threaded pieces of metal 
may be inserted & secured. These metal 
pieces may vary from 4” to %", de- 
pending on the size & strength wanted. 
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Thru these holes will be screwed metal 





You again have a choice of methods, 
for applying the top. Glue combined with | 
concealed dowel sticks, or nails with) 
heads removed, or the old reliable nails 
or screws thru the top will take care of | 
this construction. 

Finish saw cut so that top is free to 
open on hinges. A final sanding check 
ought to release you for finishing pro- 
cedure. What will it be—stain, shellac, 
varnish, paint, lacquer? 

A remnant of linoleum attached with 
casein glue will add to the appearance of 
the top for some developments, while a 
built-in pin cushion and spool holder 
will ring the bell on others.

The picture frame is inserted between 
the 4 x 4” blocks on the corners of the 
base square, & the movable blocks are 
pressed against the frame by turning the 
screws.

The moving blocks on the ends of the} 
screws can be adjusted by extending the 
screws into the deep metal cups, so that 
they will not fall off when in use. 

This 2x 4x4” base square may be built 
up by fastening.other pieces to it, so that 
it will extend far enough above the work

many uses for checking, 
grooving & scoring have 
been found in various 
phases of woodwork, 
that this tool may now

be found, in one form or 
another, on the benches 
of cabinetmakers, novelty workers, plas- 
tic fabricators, & many others. It is at 
its best on dense, close-grained hard- 
woods, such as walnut, maple, etc., as 
well as plastics; tho for simple straight 
line scoring & grooving it is equally use- 
ful on the more open grained woods like 
mahogany. Decorative panels of check- 
ing (sometimes incorrectly called “check- 
ering”) with straight or curved outlines, 
or in “point” effects, add to the attractive- 
ness of many wood projects, & are easy 
of execution with this tool. 

Blades are removable & interchange- 
able, & are made from printers’ cut- 
ting rule’—strips of hardened & ground 
steel of very exact thickness. A print- 
er’s “point” being 1/72”, it follows that 
3-point & 4-point rule will give blade 
material 1/24 & 1/18” thick respective- 
ly, which are the most useful sizes. Cut- 
ting rule comes in 2-foot lengths at any 
printers’ supply house, at about 30 cents 
per strip. Get it ground to “center bevel” 
& tempered to dark blue; then the 
teeth may be file cut, & the temper is 
just right for woodwork without further 
attention. 

Make your blades about an inch long, 
by 5/16” wide, & use a piece from the 
bevel-ground side of the strip. Hold the 
part you want to have, & cut off the 
waste with a cold chisel held at an angle 
to give a shearing cut. Grind or file to 
shape, then file in the teeth, using a thin 
screw slotting file for the deep slots, & 
a 3-square needle file for the V points. 
Make all file cuts straight across—do not 
attempt to bevel or angle the teeth. 

Cutter holder & shank is made of 
aluminum; or brass or steel if you feel 
ambitious. The cavity into which the 
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blade fits may be milled in, or you can 
whittle up a pine pattern, & have a 
few cast in either aluminum or bronze, 
& finish the cavity with a square end 
rotary file or %” milling cutter in the 
drill press. Several of them -were made 
in this way. Depth of this cavity should 
be the exact thickness of the blade, & 
the side wall about 1/32” thick. The total 
of blade thickness & side wall thickness 
gives the total thickness of the shank. 
Fit blade in place with two No. 2 x 52 
countersunk head machine screws. You 
will have to dress the heads down quite

cherry red, & quench in water. 

Near the center of the blade drill an- 
other hole thru blade & side wall of 
bladeholder. Tap hole in side wall for a 
3 x 48 screw; but ream or drill the cor- 
responding hole in blade to clear the 
screw. 

The guide, “G,” Fig. 1, is made of sheet 
iron or steel the same thickness as the, 
blade being used. Its shape is indicated 
by the heavy outline in Fig. 1, while the 





light lines indicate blade & blade hold- 
er. A lip, “L,” Fig. 1, is left on the bot- | 
tom edge of guide near its rear end, & | 
folded under & around the shank of | 
blade holder, to form a housing for a 
small coil spring which is let into either 
a drilled hole or a notch filed into bottom 
edge of blade holder shank, Fig. 2. Pres- 
sure of this spring against the folded lip 
keeps the guide normally pushed down 
so that its edge is lower than edge of 
cutter blade, Fig. 3. 

The 3 x 48 screw, “S,” Fig. 3, goes

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thru an elongated hole in the guide, 
as shown in Fig. 1, “h.” A “shoulder 
screw” is indicated here, if you are 
equipped to make one, as it can be tight- 
ened up against blade, while leaving the 
guide free to move up & down. A plain 
machine screw will do very well, how- 
ever, if checked occasionally against ex- 
cessive loosening. Rear end of guide is 
held in place on tool shank by either a 
pivot screw or a rivet, “R,” Fig. 1, which 
should be just loose enough to permit the 
guide to move up & down freely. The 

-edge of the guide, where it parallels 
the cutting blade, should be slightly 
rounded & smoothed, so that it will not 
scratch the work. The lower edge of 
side wall, “W,” Fig. 3, serves as a depth 
stop when using the tool. 

No dimensions have been given, for the 
reason that each mechanic will have his 
own ideas about the size that best suits | 
him. An overall length of 5 to 6 inches, | 
including the handle, will ordinarily be 
found desirable.

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play. It will stop cutting when lines 
reach full depth. 

A series of parallel lines, cut with the 
grain, often forms an attractive decora- 
tion in itself. For checked designs, never 
cut either series of lines with the grain, 


but slightly across, so that the two series | 


of parallel lines form an angle of about 
60 degrees with each other. Never try 
to make square checking, as the squares 
will surely chip off in spots & look like 
sin. Diamonds, which are about 2% to 
2% times as long as their width, look 
best, either on gunstocks, or cabinet or 
other work. Perfect workmanship is evi- 
denced when the rows of diamonds run 
in straight lines both laterally & longi- 
tudinally. 

PREPARATION OF MATERIAL: On 
plastics, nothing is necessary—just start 
cutting. On wood, do all your varnish- 
ing, oiling, rubbing, or other finishing, 
before starting to check. Having laid out 
the outlines for pattern to be checked or 
scored, remove any varnish, shellac or 
lacquer from this area by scraping lightly, 
& coat the surface with raw linseed oil. 
Let stand an hour or so, then rub off with 
rag or waste, then proceed with the 
checking. When checking is complete, 
apply a little boiled linseed oil, into which 
a little alcanet root, or oil-soluble analine 
red has been dissolved; let stand ten 
minutes, remove excess oil with waste, 
& scour diamonds thoroly with a stiff 
bristle brush, such as an old tooth- 
brush. The checked area will have a soft 
glow, & the grain of the wood will show 
right thru the checking or scoring. For 
the finest appearance, use a “silversmith’s 
riffler,”* Fig. 4, to smooth up the check- 
ing after the final oiling. The diamonds 
should be worked up to very sharp points, 
then rubbed off very lightly with fine 
steel wool, then brushed briskly with stiff 
brush which may have a very little oil 
clinging to the bristles. Never, under 
any circumstances, apply any varnish, 
shellac, or lacquer to a checked or scored 
area ... nothing but oil. 

Flat-bottomed channels for string in- 
lays, or “purfling” are easily made with 
this tool. First cut them with.the V-cut- 
ter, then substitute for it one like that 
shown in Fig. 5, which works out the 
grooves to straight sides & flat bottom. 
A square-edged guide should be made to 
correspond. For this purpose it is essen- 
tial that the lines run straight or nearly 
so; very short curves, such as are en- 
countered on violin purfling, are not 
readily cut with this tool. Always re- 
member—whatever the shape of cutter 
edge used, the edge of guide should cor- 
respond.

Selection, Use and Care of Brushes 


A FINISH, whether house exterior or 
cabinet work, can be no better than the 
brush with which it is applied. Buying 
good brushes and keeping them in good 
condition pays dividends. 

Ferrule and handle may be highly at- 
tractive, but it is the bristles that do the 
work. Quality paint brushes are made 
from Chinese-hog bristles which possess 


| and retain a natural elasticity and spring- 
| ness found in no other type bristle. 


These 
bristles have flagellated, or branch-like 
ends which hold the paint and spread it 
evenly in a thin film. A small percentage 
of shorter bristles with these flag ends 
also will prevent paint leaking and run- 
ning down the handle when working on 
overhead surfaces. 

It is good economy to have several 
brushes, using separate ones for enamel- 
ing, varnishing, painting and lacquering. 
A paint brush, no matter how carefully 
cleaned, is unsatisfactory ‘for applying 
varnish—while a varnish brush used for 
painting is impossible to clean satisfac- 
torily for use in varnish again. 

The proper size and type of brush de- 
pends on the work to be done. A high 
quality tool should have a large percen- 
tage of full-length bristles. One hundred 
percent hog bristles is desirable, as some 
cheaper brushes contain horsehair, vege- 
table fiber and various substitutes which 
do not have the desirable flag ends. In 
many cheaper brushes the bristles have 
not been treated to permanently remove 
the curl, and a brush with bristles that 
curl is not a good tool. Quality in a new 
brush may be tested by bending the 
bristles over the back of one’s hand. A 
good brush shows considerable spring and 
elasticity. 

A flat wall brush is used for outside or 
inside painting. A long bristle brush holds 
more paint and requires fewer dips in the 
paint, enabling one to cover larger areas 
in less time. 


For enameling, varnishing and lacquer- 
ing, the flat varnish brush, measuring 1” 
to 3” is used. High grade varnish brushes 
usually have a chisel or tapered edge 
permitting easier flow of enamel, varnish, 
or lacquer. A sash brush is used for 
window sash, scroll work, and spfndles. 
These vary in size—a small 1” to 2” width ' 
for use in close places, a wider type for 
larger trim. Sash and trim brushes are 
equipped with a long handle. 

The dusting brush which all careful 
workmen use for removing soot, cobwebs 
and dust from surfaces before beginning 
to paint, has finer bristles than the ordi- 
nary paint brush and is available in round 
or flat types. 

The calcimine brush is a large, flat 
brush measuring 7” or 8” in width. It 
never should be used in oil paint. It 
should be washed in clean water immedi-

When beginning work with a new brush, 
strike it several times against the edge 
of a board to throw out any dirt particles, 
work out any loose bristles with the | 
fingers, then dip in turpentine and work 
it on a clean board. Brushes should never 
be jabbed or pressed hard into corners, 
for this will break off the flag ends of the 
bristles. 

Immediately after use brushes should 
be thoroly cleaned in the proper solvent 
liquid. Gasoline, naphtha, benzine or tur- 
pentine, are used on brushes with which 
paint has been applied. Brushes used for 
shellacking should be cleaned in wood 
alcohol. Lacquer thinner is used for 
lacquer brushes. Benzine or turpentine 
is the proper solvent for cleaning brushes 
used with enamel or varnish. Using 
naphtha or gasoline causes varnish gums 
to form into small solid particles which 
work out on the next job. 

Thoro cleaning is accomplished by sub- 
merging the brush in the proper solvent,

ACRYLIC plastics are more transpar- 
ent than glass. By adding a simple design 
with internal carving it is possible to 
create an illusion of elaborate color and 
pattern. Placing the carving in a location 
where it will be reflected and seen several 
times, causes this illusion. 

If you look directly into the point of 
the cube paperweight, opposite the sur- 
face where the carving was done, it is 
possible to count nine flowers. By moving 
the cube or by changing the perspective, 
the appearance of the internally carved 
design will change and appear in different 
proportions and locations. The same is 
evident when viewing the paragon or 
fourteen-sided block. When looking at 
the carving in a paragon, thru the tri- 
angular surface opposite the carved sur- 
face, it is possible to count sixteen flowers 
or portions of flowers. Again, depending 
upon perspective, it wil] appear at times 
that there is a flower suspended in the 
center of one of the surfaces. 

The effectiveness of the individual 
paperweights or blocks is dependent upon 
size. The larger the cube the larger 
the surface that is available for carving— 
which means the depth of the carving 
can be increased. 14%” cubes are about

the smallest that will work satisfactorily 
for the cube weights, and 2” cubes, the 
smallest for making paragons. Blocks of 
plastic are obtainable from plastic supply 
houses or hobby shops. They can be 
obtained with the surfaces rought 
sawed, sanded, or completely polished. 
If sheet stock is purchased for, cutting 
into cubes, remember to allow %” for 
sawing, sanding and finishing. The 
thickness of the sheet material also must 
be checked to determine the exact thick- 
ness, since the manufacturers reserve 
a plus or minus 10% tolerance for sheet 
material that is over 1” in thickness. 
Sawing sheet stock into cubes can be 
done on either a band saw or a table saw. 
When setting the guide on a table saw 
for cutting the cubes be sure to allow for 
the width of the saw cut, which will vary 
from 1/16” to %”, depending upon the 
blade being used. An allowance of at 
least 1/16” for each side must be made for 
the sanding and polishing processes. Each 
cut should be made slowly to prevent 
overheating the blade, which would 
cause. the cut to be closed (or heat 
bonded) by the overheated particles 
which are being formed by the teeth of 
the saw. Overheating can be prevented

by lubricating the saw blade with paraffin 
and by feeding the plastic slowly into the 
saw. If it is necessary to reverse the 
larger piece of sheet material to complete 
the cut, a slightly larger allowance might 
be made for the irregularity caused by 
the double cutting. 

After the cube has been formed the four 
sawed edges must be sanded. When using 
a belt sander, best results can be obtained 
by keeping the cube moving in a circular 
motion while holding a surface against 
the sanding belt. Do not use pressure 
against the sanding belt, and remove 
the excess material slowly. After the 
heavy sawmarks have been removed, it 
is advisable to use a fine belt of the wet- 
or-dry variety, so that the plastic can 
be sanded smooth on a wet surface. 

After the cubes have been sanded, the 
surface will show pencil marks clearly. 
To insure accuracy in removing the one 
corner for making the cube paperweight, 
measure equal distances along two of 
the sanded edges away from one corner; 
connect the points. This will give you 
the line of the cut. The corner can be re- 
moved by setting a table saw at a 45° 
angle and holding the cube against a miter 
which has been set at 35°. The same set 
is used in setting a belt sander with an 
adjustable work table. It is not critical 
that the one corner for forming the cube 
weight be removed accurately to the 
marked line if only one corner is being 
removed. However, it is important that 
the eight corners be removed accurately 
to form a paragon. In marking the cut 
for removing the corners to form the par- 
agon, allow 4%” in the center of each side 
for sanding wid polishing. This will make 
four surfaces joined in a definite point 
after the corners have been removed. 
After the corners have been removed, 
sand the surfaces in the same manner as 
the other surfaces have been sanded 
to prepare them for buffing and polishing.

% Since surface hardness of Lucite is 
comparable to that of aluminum anything 
that will scratch that metal will also 
scratch the plastic. Marring the finely fin- 
ished surface reduces its transparency so it 
should be handled with great precautions. 
During inspection, sheets are stood on edge 
on a soft fabric, the inspectors handling 
them individually with clean, soft cotton 

loves. The amateur using it should handle 
it somewhat similarly. orris A. Hall 
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and cubes is no different than the finish- 
ing of any other piece of plastic. Care 
should be taken to retain a definite point 
of union for the various corners of the 
finished pieces. When polishing the cubes 
start in the center of the revolving buffing 
wheel and move the piece upward, while 
keeping a corner of the surface being 
polished pointing downward. A better 
polish thus can be obtained; and the 
danger of the buffing wheel forcing the 
piece from your hands is reduced to a 
minimum. Putting a slight even pressure 
on the plastic against the buffing wheel 
will give a more satisfactory finish than 
greater pressure. 

When the initial point of entrance is 
made for the carving of the flower, the 
depth should equal the distance from the 
center of the triangular surface to the 
outside angle. The center is formed and 
the petals are carved in layers revolving 
around the center. The last row of petals 
should come as close as possible to the 
outside surface, but care must be taken 
to prevent the drill coming thru the 
surface. The three leaves are formed by 
making the initial point of entrance about 
4” away from the cavity formed by the 
flower. Here again, care must be taken 
to make the leaf as deep as possible with- 
out having the drill come thru the outer 
surface and also without joining the carv- 
ing of the flower, since the green dye 
used for the leaves must not penetrate 
into the flower. 

The dyeing process will provide a great 
deal of leeway, and the final effect is 
dependent upon the quantity and color 
of the dye. Pure, full strength dyes can 
be added if a solid colored flower is de- 
sired. Most analine dyes can be diluted 
with eithes a special diluent or ethyl 
alcohol to give a lighter shade, and colors 
can be blended to give unusual effects. 
If a combination of dyes is to be used, 
always use the lighter color first and add 
the darker dye very slowly until a de- 
sired blending has produced the desired 
color. A varigated effect can be achieved 
by using a darker shade of dye and per- 
mitting it to dry. Then tracing out each 
petal with the tapered drill to remove a 


small portion at the tip of each petal | 
which will be white; or pressure can be | 


put against the drill to give the same ef- 
fect in the center of the petals. 

The finished article can be used as a 
paperweight or as an ornament—fre- 
quently termed conversation pieces. They 
also can be used as the decorative por- 
tion of book ends by bonding them onto 
a base or can be formed into candle 
holders by drilling a hole for the candle 
into the top surface of the paragon.

| these edges may act as runners (A, 
| Fig. 3). A couple of nails are toenailed 
| thru the bottom and into the front to 
| complete the drawer. 

The cabinet carcass is constructed as 
shown in Fig. 4. The frames between the 
drawers (B, Fig. 3 and 4) are made of 
1” x 2” and 1” x 4” stock joined with fas- 
teners (C, Fig. 3). Notches (D, Fig. 3) 
that allow for the vertical corner pieces 
are eliminated on the bottom frame. 
Instead, the frame measures 1154” in 
| depth and abuts a 1x 4” piece (A, Fig. 4) 
that runs parallel across the bottom front. 
|A 1” x 2” strip ripped in half forms 

| excellent drawer guides (E, Fig. 3). 
These guides should be nailed down so 
that at least 1/16” is left on each side 
for easy sliding. 
| Panels (C and D, Fig. 4) are made 
from 3s” plywood and are nailed to the 
frames with 1%” finishing nails. The 
frames are spaced 334” apart. A plywood 
back of 44” stock is cut (E, Fig. 4). Three 
triangular braces (P, Fig. 4) are spaced 
from top to bottom and fastened to panel 
(E) to give support to panel (D). 

Boards (F, A, G, H and I, Fig. 4) are 
all made of 34” x 134” stock, with the 
exception of (I) which is 24%” wide x 34” 
thick. They are fastened with finishing 
nails and sunk. Board (H) is secured at 
the top and bottom with 4” corner 
braces. These braces are attached to the 
top and bottom pieces (J), which is 
nailed to panel (C) and board (A). A 
3%” wide board (K) finishes off the butt 
end and a %” plywood door, hung on 
1%” recessed hinges, uses a 49” strip as 
a stop. A panel is cut from 4” ply- 
wood and fitted to form a back for the 
door cabinet. 

Two triangular shaped frames made 
from 1” x 4” stock (M, Fig. 4) form kick 
boards and are fastened with 112” corner 
brackets to the bottoms of the rolltop and 
the drawer sections. They should be so 
placed that they are recessed at least 2” 
at all points. 

Corner brackets fastened at vital points 
secure the drawer and door cabinet to 
the top with 34” screws. This arrange- 
ment permits the desk to be dis- 
assembled. 

| The curved section (N, Fig. 4), is con- 
structéd of 34” thick pieces cut with,a 
compass saw ~ follow the same 5” = 
curve as the top. The pieces”’are glued 
together in laminated ehten, planed 
down and sanded. A notch, %” deep, is 
made to accommodate ee “() which 
is 3344” long. 

The length of piece (O, Fig. 4) will 
vary, depending upon the width of the 
| particular rolltop section. It is made from 
| 34” stock and curved on the underside 
|to give knee room. It is screwed to the 
laminated section. Both are fitted into 
place and secured to the top with small 
corner brackets. The laminated section is 
|glued and nailed to board (I) and 
panel (D). 

A back board between the rolltop and 
| drawer section is optional. A satisfactory 
lone can be fashioned from 14” plywood 
|and should reach to the bottom of the 
cabinets. 

The desk is ready for finishing after it 


has been thoroly sanded and the holes 
and cracks filled with wood filler. The 
actual finish decided on will depend upon 
the general color scheme of the room. 
It is suggested that a deep flat tone 
paint be used which carries out the 
modern effect of the design. The desk 
shown was finished in deep burgundy 
with black kick boards. The use of paint 
is best for this project because it covers 
well the many nail holes. A natural finish 
may be used, tho, if the wood matches 
that of the rolltop and is hard and of 
good quality. 

The top may be finished natural or 
painted and then either varnished or 
waterwaxed. A very impressive effect 
(see photo) may be achieved by covering 
the top with cloth-backed leatherette 
fastened with wallpaper paste. The edge 
of a smooth board, drawn tightly over 
the surface, squeezes out excess paste 
and leaves a very satisfactory top. The 
leatherette should be cut long enough so 
that it will overlap the edges. 

The edge of the leatherette should be 
folded under so that it covers the desk 
edge with a finished effect. Pasted down 
and fastened with leather like upholstery 
nails every inch or so, it makes a beauti- 
ful job. An aluminum strip, as used on 
display signs, finishes the edge of the 
desk shown here instead of the up- 
holstery nails. This strip matches the 
small aluminum pulls. 

Modern drawer pulls, a cabinet catch, 
a lamp and an inkwell provide finishing 
touches.

CLOSE COUPLED HOOK-UP FOR 
BELT AND DISC SANDER 

We owe a vote of thanks to 
Francis Munson, 528 N. Heliotrope 
Drive, Los Angeles, for another 
solid shop idea. This set up re- 
quires lifting either from the floor 
to a bench or from a shelf to a 
bench. Therefore, it is advised 
only for small sanders. 

The picture tells the story. The 
base in this case is a board 34” 
x 8” x 24”, Put a narrow cleat 
across each end to prevent split- 
ting and to provide a finger hold. 
A thin strip of rubber nailed or 
glued under each cleat will absorb 
vibration and give non-skid 
operation. Block the sander high 
ertough to clear the motor.

Anti-Dimming Compound for Glass 

THERE are various preparations sold 
for the purpose of preventing the forma- 
tion of sweat and frost on the inside of 
car windshields and the windows of 
houses. A simple, inexpensive, and ef- 
fective compound is made by mixing to- 
gether 144 oz. of Diethylene Glycol with 
1 oz. of precipitated chalk. They must 
be mixed thoroly, altho more chalk may 
be added if a thicker consistency is de- 
sired Applied to the glass with a rag, 
it is rubbed briskly until a polish is pro- 
duced. The compound should be stored 
in a tightly capped jar.—J. R. E. Cameron
